torre, Tony Santos, Sr. (also 
the show’s director), Tony 
Santos, Jr. (his son) and Baby 
de Jesus (that teen piano vir- 
tuoso who came ahead of 
Cecil Licad). 

Evening programming usual- 
ly started with Oras Ng Ligaya 
(hosted by Oscar’ Obligacion) 
at 6:00 p.m.

Manahan) and Hawaii Five-O 
(starring Jack Lord who's

turned out to be Nanette Med- 
ved’s mom). Weekend TV- 
viewing for the kids started 
with Tino Lapuz’ Eskuwe- 
lahang Munti and Uncle Bob's 
Children Hour. Then there was 
Shintaro (the Japanese Bushi- 
do swordsman) on Channel 5. 
Ginang Milyonarya (Chichay 
and Rudy Manlapaz) and 
Super Laff-In (Champoy’s 
jump-off show) had their res- 
pective audience share. In-be- 
tween and during the shows 
was a well-loved commercial — 
Coke's I’d Like To Teach 
The World To Sing (a jingle 
which’. remains a classic 
to this. day). Two of the 
most familiar pretty faces gra- 
cing TV and print ads then 
were Maritess Revilla (perhaps 
the most popular Camay girl 
among them all) and Charina 
Zaragoza.

It was also in 1972, Septem- 
ber to be exact, when I woke 
up one morning to find out 
that classes in all schools and 
in all levels were suspended, 
that the TV and radio were 
mere statics and that the mor- 
ning’s supply of newspaper 
would not be delivered for 
a while. Martial Law was 
imposed (by then President 
Ferdinand Marcos) and the 
writ of habeas corpus was sus- 
pended. Kaliwa’t kanan ang da- 
kipan. Gurfew was. strictly 
imposed. The University of 
the Philippines, a threatened 
bastion of freedom, was rev- 
ving up for what would be the 


historical First Quarter Storm. 
Various institutions were pad- 
locked under the suspicion of 
rebellion and treason. My pa- 
rents reminded our other 
household members and _rela- 
tives to keep their mouth shut 
and not to say anything against 
the government. 1972 saw the 
birth of what would be 20 
years of dictatorship. 

The settling-in of pseudo- 
normalcy during the early 
Martial Law years saw the 
emergence of the gover: ent: 
run Daily Express after a tem- 
porary media blackuut. | kinda 
enjoyed rec’ing this ; er 
simply because it “ad colored 
photos and there was no other 
choice. Broadcasting on TV 
and radio was also resumed. 
Yun lang nga, limited ang 
number ng stations na may 
permit to operate. Besides,- 
most of the time, the stations 
would obligingly comply with 
the government order of airing 
the Ang Bagong Lipunan jingle. 
Sa ikauunlad ng bayan, disip- 
lina ang kailangan became the 
nation’s motto, Ariel Ureta 
was jailed for jokingly blaring 
on TV, Sa fkauunlad ng bayan, 
bisekleta ang kailangan. Books 
entitled ‘Notes On The New 
Society and The- Democratic 
Revolution (both authored by 
Marcos) were strewn around 
our house then because they 
were given free and my mom, 
who happened to be a govern- 
ment employee, could not re- 
fuse the offer (much to her 
consternation). 

It was also during these years 
that the execution by firing 
squad of Lim Seng, a Chinese 
drug pusher, was televised to 
serve as a lesson to would-be 
offenders. It was the first ever 
although way back in May 
1972, the execution by elec- 
tric chair of the rich scions 
who violated then matinee 
actress, Maggie de la Riva, was 
also aired live on TV. 

The whole country was put 


under the Agrarian Reform 
program. The Green Revolu- 
tion campaign was strictly en- 
forced subjecting every parcel 
of untenanted land, including 
every backyard, to “‘greening.” 
| remember my father patiently 
tending to plots and plots of 
eggplant, pechay, tomatoes, 
calamansi, okra, squash, patani, 
ampalaya and rows of malung- 
gay, banana and coconut trees 
around our house. We hardly 
needed to go to the market 
anymore. 

Jaywalking was a serious 
crime then. This saw the proli- 
feration of pedestrian lanes all 
over Manila. Offenders were 
caught and penalized by having 
to pull out weeds in the vici- 
nity of Camp Crame. 

Martial Law also turned 
JINGLE into TWINKLE.

As | grew older, | also grew 
more aware and became more 
appreciative of the music sce- 
nario. In fourth and fifth 
grades, | remember going gaga 
over the Apolinario Mabini Hi-' 
king Society (now the APO) 
who had four members then. 
My classmates and | also 
swooned over Jojit Paredes 
and Ronnie Henares. The air- 
waves were also peppered with 
songs waxed by Victor Wood, 
Darius Razon and Rudy Ge- 
nasky.

Spin-A-Win (Jeanne Young) 
and Ms. Ellaneous (Tina Re- 
villa, Ma-an Hontiveros and 
Yogi Dominguez-Zaragoza).

— those “who have just 

started to discover the magic 
of the guitar and are still in the process 
of learning how to make it work. Don't 
worry, if you have the willpower to learn 
how to play (and | don’t mean playing 
with the opposite sex}, things will come 
naturally. Basically, guitar-playing only 
requires a genuine tove for music. So for- 
get about those karaokes and minus-one 
tapes for a while {who needs them, 
anyway, in these “powerless” times?} and 
bring out that dusty but ever-reliable 
guitar! 


THE SLASHED CHORDS 


Whenever you see A/C* for A bass 
cC*),B/D*, C/E, D/F*, E/G*, F/A, G/B, 
etc. — don’t panic, they're just spruced- 
up chords for better-sounding notes 
to accompany your cool-as-Baguio‘s 
weather singing voice. Actually, the 
slashed chords are optional, Meaning, it’s 
up to you if you want to play them or 
not, 

For the benefit of interested parties, 
A/C* is played similar to F*m7, except 
that the first two bass strings are not 
played (dead). For Bb/D, just move 
your fingers one fret higher, starting 
trom A/C*, And so on and so forth for 
the next higher chords (B/D*, C */F). 

C/E is played with an open E bass 
string. Remember that the six open 
notes of your guitar are E (6th), A (Sth), 
D (4th), G (3rd), B (2nd) and E (1st). 
The first three bass strings are the 6th, 
5th and 4th strinas. Going back to C/E, 
just play the 6th string together with the 
regular C chord on the first 3 frets 
of your guitar. 

F/A is played with an open 5th 
string. When playing the F/A chord, just 
use your three fingers instead of the 
usual four. 

G/B {or G bass B} is played using 
only two fingers, To better comprehend 
what t’m explaining, please refer to the 
following illustrated chords.

THE HALF-DASH, ETC. 


Every dash we use for the intro and 


ad lib has an equivalent beat. 

The half-dash {-} is played for only 
two counts (supposing the time signature 
of the song you're playing is in 4/4}. The | 
counting must come from the mind, for 
how can you count and sing at the same 
time? Get it? But we can sing, dance and 
play guitar all at once, but that’s another 
story... 

The whole dash {—) signifies four 
beats (or 4 counts}, while the double 
dash (——) is 8 beats (or 8 counts) or two 
complete measures. 

We use comas (ex: C, D, E, D,) when 
the chords in the intro or ad lib must be 
played one at a time continuously. 
imagine yourself counting from one to 
four. Then try playing the sample chord 
Progression above to the 4 beats in your 
head. Well, it all depends on the type of 
song you're playing. You must be 
flexible enough so as to adjust your 
thythm to the changing styles and 
moods of the varied hit songs in this 
special issue. 

We use the sago ( o ) — don’t laugh 
now, but that’s how we want to call this 
small circle — to signify a fast change of 
chords. This is used mostly in rock, jazz 
or Latin numbers. Syncopated beats are 
often required to break the mono- 
tonous repetition of the verses in a song.
